HERE was handed down the other in the state of | 
Washington a legal decision that holds considerable | 
interest for automobile dealers all over the country. This| 
court ruling was in the case of an automobile purchased | 
with a forged check and then sold to a third innocent person. | 
The circumstances were these: A customer entered a/| 
dealer’s salesroom and bought a car, tendering a check for} 
$225 in payment. The dealer telephoned the bank and| 
Jearned that an account was carried there in the name writ- | 
ten on the check. The buyer drove the car away to ‘anata 
town and sold it to a third person, to whom he gave papers 
properly conveying the title. 

The dealer who had sold the car in the first place found | 
on presentation that the check he had taken was a forgery. 
He finally traced the car to the second buyer and brought | 
suit for recovery. The court held, however, that while | 
between the dealer and his buyer who had tendered the| 
forged check, recovery would be sure, that after the car had | 
passed into the hands of a third party, who had received due } 
title, the dealer could not recover. , 

The obvious danger to dealers in this ruling 
gives food for thought. If courts generally uphold this 
ruling, the dealer will be placed in a position where 
he must carefully watch the responsibility of his cus- 
tomers.

Repossessions and Down P ayments 
HILE the deferred payment purchase of motor vehicles 
is still comparatively a new development in our indus- 
try, new, that is, for the almost universal use of the plan 
which now exists, the situation is beginning to clarify. We 
are now able to judge just about what the percentage of 

repossession will be under any given set of circumstances. 
An interesting bulletin was recently issued by the Ohio 
Council of the National Automobile’ Dealers’ Association 
relative to the repossession problem as the finance companies 
find it in that territory. The bulletin shows that where the 
down payments are one-third of the purchase price of the 
vehicle, the percentage of repossessions in 1927 were 2.7. In 
cases where the first payment amounted to a quarter of the 
price, repossessions amounted to 5.9 per cent. In cases 
where the down payment was less than a quarter of the full 

selling price, repossessions reached 11 per cent. 

It is again evident that the down payment exacted in 
the time sale of cars must be large enough to establish a 
feeling of ownership and must be large enough to prevent 
any idea of rental growing in the mind of the buyer. The 
danger is that the purchaser making a small down payment 
will find that he can use the car for a given period and still 
turn it back on the seller, with a loss to himself which he can 
fairly treat as rental for the economy and convenience of 
having had a car to drive over the period.

that the car as a whole will be | 
immeasurably lighter and stronger. 

The principle involved _is the | 
same as that used in ship work | 
where the upper decks are just as} 
vital to the structure as a whole as/| 
any part of the hull itself. Any one} 
who has even the slightest knowl-| 
edge of the fundamental laws of 
eiructural strength knows that the| 
parts which most greatly affect the | 
strength of a beam are those fur- | 
thest removed from the neutral axis, | 
and the car can be considered, as a 
beam resting between the front and 
rear axles, body. and chassis to- 
gether forming one single unit. En- 
gineers today are debating just how 
far it is possible to go, now that 
the present steel body frame is 
being used to such a large extent 
on the big production cars. 

Almost every car at the show, 
when compared with the correspond- 
ing models of a year ago, has more 
body space, giving more leg room. 
Some of the bodies are wider. The 
tendency on the part of some of 
the makers in the higher priced 
field, such as Cadillac, to depart 
from the 56-inch tread has enabled 
them to give a wider rear seat with- 
sut sacrificing clearance in the 
wheel housing. The balloon tire, 
with its greater width, has necessi- 
tated a cutting down of the rear 
seat width in some instances. This 
was particularly true on the larger 
and higher priced cars, because of 
the very large diameter tires re- 
quired by this type of car. This 
raused the wheel housing to be so 








‘ 














deep that it cut into the passenger 
room. 

With the greatly improved roads 
now found all over the country the 
necessity for the standard tread has 
passed to a large degree. The re- 
sult is that we find cars with stand- 
ard tread in front and a 58-inch 
tread in the rear. The increased 
tread makes no difference in the 
appearance. This is harking back 
fifteen years, when we used to have 
cars with 60-inch treads for the 
South. ‘ 

Because of the use of the double 
drop frame with underslung rear 
spring, it Aas been able to get 
many of the bodies lower, while 
at the same time there is an actual 
increase in head room. As a mat- 
ter of fact, some of the body en- 
gineers who have been attending 
the show have criticized a few of 
the bodies as being too low. They 
state that while the car is not 





over low when standing on level 
ground, it becomes uncomfortably 
low for passengers who enter from 
the normal height of curb. 

These cars, they say, could be 
higher, and while they would not 
sacrifice anything material in ap- 
pearance, they would make it more 
pleasant for a passenger to enter 
or leave. The fact remains, how- 
ever, that the public likes the low, 
long car, 

One factor that is contributing to 
the low appearance is the 20 inch 
and the 18 inch wheel. The reduced 
clearance under the brake drum is 
the only objection that is keeping 
many makers away from the 
smaller size wheel. There is no 
doubt that on certain type bodies 
this size wheel is highly attractive, 
and on the models seen at the show 
a very dashing appearance. is se- 
cured.

designed for the car, so that they 
look as if they were meant for it. 
Heretofore, with many of the ac- 
cessories extra they were necessar- 
ily of standard design, and in many 
cases did not exactly blend with the 
car to which they were fitted. This 
year there is a very noticeable 
cleaning up in this direction, par- 
ticularly in the matter of bump- 
ers and dash equipment. The rear 
bumpers now actually blend with 
the rear lines of the car. The gas- 
oline tanks are better concealed by 
the rear aprons, and the rear bump- 
erettes blend with the spare tire line 
giving just as artistic a rear view of 
the car as front view. 

In all but the very large produc- 
tion bodies composite construction 
is employed, the frame being of 
wood, or wood and steel with steel 
panels. The framing is more rigid, 
and this is no doubt done because 
the bodies are designed for higher 
speeds. The engines in all the cars 
are developing a higher horse power 
than ever before and naturally the 
bodies are designed in proportion. 
The front appearance even seems to 
bespeak power. The radiators are 
higher and narrower, following rac- 
ing practice. The shutters on many 
cars are vertical now, even on Hud- 
son and Essex. The vertical lines of 
the shutters enhance the apepar- 
ance of height on these cars. The 
hood is consequently higher and the | 





belt lines are lower, the appearance 
suggesting a big, powerful engine 
under the hood. 

On the closed bodies the de- 
mand on the part of the public for 
better vision to meet present driv- 
ing conditions has been met by 
larger windows and narrower pil- 
lars. The quarter lights are larger 
and so is the rear light, so that 
the rear corners do not provide 
blind spots any more. The in- 
creased use of glass has carried 
with it the increased use of safety 
glass, so that on many cars we see 
Triplex and ‘other safety glasses 
employed. This glass is laminated 
in construction and will not splin- 
ter like ordinary plate glass. This 
glass is found even on some of the 
lower-priced cars. 

From a study of the show one won- 
ders if the popularity of the coach is 
not giving away to some extent tothe 
greater comfort of the sedan. The 
fact that the sedans and coaches 
are closer together in price today 
than ever before has something to 
do with this. The four-door sedan 
is more in evidence on the show 
floor than the coach, at any rate, 
but the coach type is represented 
also by some very much improved 
styles. The larger doors and easier 
tilting arrangement of the right 
front seat have -“— t the prin- 
ci objections to the type. 

me a type of vehicle, par- 
ticularly the sport coupe with highly 
contrasting colors, is probably the 
most spectacular design of body on 
exhibition. Almost every maker is 
exhibiting a car along these lines, 
some contrasting such colors as 
black and canary yellow. There are 
several striking black and white 

on the floor. From a color 
standpoint, however, the palm must 
be yielded at least in one respect 
to Stutz. This company has an- 
nounced a policy whereby every 
paint job that leaves the factory 
will be different. 

One could write volumes on the 
color at the show. Every maker 
has some new ideas to offer in this 
respect, and the fact that lacquers 
can now be had in almost every 
conceivable shade has made it pos- 
sible for the imagination to run 
riot in this respect. Many of the 
cars are merely show jobs and will 
never get out on the road, but from 
all prospects we are going to see 
colors that approach the gaudy on 
the sport models this season.

Ford Factory at 
Green Island, N. Y., 
Busy on New Parts

OHOES, N. ¥., Jan. 10.—The 
Ford Motor Company at 


Green Island has practically com- 
‘pleted reorganization plans with 
officials predicting that the plant 
will operate at capacity during 
the coming year. A number of 
important changes were made in 
the executive board during the 
past week. ‘ 

John F. Tholl, for the past several 
years superintendent at the plant, 
has been ~promoted to the position 
of assistant general manager, ac- 
cording to announcement coming 
from the miain establishment at 
Detroit. The new position gives him 
jurisdiction over the sales and ser- 
vice department and also general 
Supervision of the entire plant now 
under the management of F. E. Wal- 
rath. His promotion was a deserv- 
ing one in view of his many years 
of service with the Ford Company. 

It was said at the plant that pro- 
duction was being increased grad- 
ually with most of the production 
just now centered on the making 
of the various parts for the Ford 
models. Several hundred hands are 
being employed under the shift sys- 
tem, which number will be aug- 
mented as soon as word is received 
from Detroit to resume capacity 
production. All machinery for the 
new battery and lead-smelting de- 
partments has been placed in posi- 
tion. 

Despite curtailment existing in the 
Green Island plant during the lat- 
ter months of 1927, officials said 
that production figures would com- 
pare nearly equivalent to those of 
the preceding year. It is freely pre- 
dicted that the coming year will wit- 
ness expansion of operations on an 
extensive scale.
